One is an
announcement -- a new project
announcement that really was just
-- that just occurred, and this
is a facility, DG Foods. 1It's a
major reprocessing facility in
the Bastrop area. It's a project
estimated to bring in 317 new
direct jobs to the state. 936
indirect jobs would be created

37

because of that -- of the new
activity, and a very exciting
opportunity for Bastrop and north
Louisiana, certainly in the
context of some of the difficult
times that that area of the state
has been facing, so we're very
excited about that announcement.
It was just announced today. DG
Foods is going to move into an
existing 88,000 square foot
building, and the company expects
to close on that property in
January of next year. So one

piece of good news.
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Another item I wanted to

speak with is regarding to the
overall Louisiana business
climate. And this is something
that the Department has been
working very diligently on and
the entire state has been working
diTigently on. Many of the
changes, improvements that the
Tegislature has made over the

38

Tast several years is starting to
be recognized, and this 1is just
one example. In November of this
year, a national publication site
selection recognized Louisiana as
among the top ten states for
business in the United States,
and this was the first time that
Louisiana had ever been ranked to
the top ten. This publication
had an 18 year history of this
ranking, and Louisiana actually
jumped 16 spots from 2009 to
2010. That was the largest gain
that Louisiana believed has ever
seen; certainly the largest
improvement of any state. The
manager of the publication made

some very positive comments about
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LED and the state. Just wanted to

share those with you. Louisiana
by moving up to 9th place in the
overall business climate ranking
and up to 7th place in the
executive business survey

39

rankings shows that it's done the
hard work and you've got a top
notch Economic Development team
and program.
